The  marker  may  be  easily  mounted  without  tools  and  as  easily  de¬ 
mounted  when  required.  There  are  no  projecting  comers,  or  ends  of  metal 
or  wire  to  catch  clothing  or  fingers. 

Nothing  appears  above  but  the  lettering  on  the  surface.

Plants  should  be  set  8  x  8  ft.  and  kept  in 
rows.  435  plants  will  set  one  acre. 

Our  plants  are  shipped  direct  from 
the  largest  plantation  in  the  North,  right 
here  in  Michigan,  where  they  are  espe¬ 
cially  grown  —  clipped,  fertilized  and 
irrigated  —  thoroughly  developed  for 
strong  cane  growth.  Every  plant  has 
been  grown  from  stock  that  came  direct 
from  the  originator’s  plantation  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  so  is  the  genuine,  original  Boysen¬ 
berry,  unmixed  with  any  other  stock. 
These  plants  have  come  through  tempera¬ 
tures  of  20  degrees  below  without  damage. 

With  good  culture,  berries  attain  2  inches  in  length  and  1  inch  through.  Some 
2f  in.  long  have  been  reported.  92  berries  have  filled  a  two-quart  jar;  50  berries  a 
quart  jar.  18  selected  berries  have  filled  a  quart  box  and  weighed  11  ounces. 

Vines  should  be  allowed  to  grow  on  the  ground,  in  rows,  the  first  season;  covered 
with  strawT  or  earth  over  winter  in  cold  climates,  then,  for  bearing,  in  the  spring, 
should  be  carefully  wround  about  a  two-wire  support  to  make  picking  easy  and  to  keep 
the  berries  off  the  ground.  Large  plants  give  quickest  results.  Planting  should  be 
done  before  June  15  or  in  the  fall.

You  will  receive 
a  hearty  welcome.  The  height  of  the  season  usually  is  from  May  15  to  June  15  or 
later.  The  dwarf  Irises  bloom  earlier — from  late  April  well  into  early  May. 

The  top  of  the  flowTering  period  is  reached  usually  in  the  first  week  of  June,  and 
each  succeeding  season  brings  a  finer  display  of  outstanding  varieties  than  we  ever 
had  before.  Being  a  commercial  garden,  we  make  no  claim  for  landscape  effects;  but 
the  peak  display,  once  seen,  is  highly  inspiring  and  is  not  soon  forgotten 

To  reach  us  by  automobile  from  the  East,  follow  US-12  to  the  stop  light  where  it 
turns  west  from  M-78;  turn  left  (east)  one  block,  then  left  (north)  on  Grand  Boule¬ 
vard  to  172 — first  place  back  of  the  N.  W.  corner.  From  the  West  on  US-12,  continue 
straight  across  M-78  one  block,  then  left  as  above.

ORIENTAL  POPPIES 

We  have  the  honor  to  be  a  member  of  the  National  Oriental  Poppy  Committee, 
organized  in  1932,  for  the  classification  and  scoring  of  named  Oriental  Poppies.  The 
original  committee  consisted  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  H.  Neeley,  for  many  years  the  peer  of 
American  poppy  hybridizers,  Mr.  Karl  K.  Lorenz  and  Mr.  John  D.  Siebenthaler,  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  and  the  writer.  Recently  there  have  been  added  to  the  committee,  Roy 
M.  Burke,  of  Paulding,  Ohio;  A.  E.  Curtis,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Dr.  Leon  A.  Leonian, 
of  Morgantown,  W.  Va.;  Mr.  H.  T.  Beckmann,  of  Van  Wert,  Ohio;  Mrs.  Thos.  Ne¬ 
smith,  of  Lowell,  Mass.;  Mr.  Earl  Jordan,  of  Ashland,  Ohio,  and  Mr.  Robert  Schreiner, 
of  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

The  results  of  the  committee’s  work  will  appear  from  time  to  time  in  various 
gardening  publications. 

We  believe  that  the  vogue  of  the  Oriental  Poppy  is  just  beginning;  that  when  its 
ease  of  culture,  its  wide  color  range  and  striking  charm  are  better  appreciated,  the 
demand  will  far  exceed  any  commercial  supply  that  now  exists.  We  believe  that  our 
list  of  more  than  225  named  varieties  of  Oriental  Poppies  is  the  largest  collection  of 
any  in  this  country.

“For  dazzling  barbaric  splendor,  the  great  Oriental  Poppies  are  absolutely  unri¬ 
valed.”  The  stamens  of  Poppies  are  said  to  be  the  most  beautiful  stamens  of  all 
flowers.  The  gigantic  flowers  sometimes  reach  a  diameter  of  12  inches  or  more,  while 
a  diameter  of  9  to  10  inches  is  common. 

Says  Dr.  Neeley:  “Varying  from  red  to  orange,  salmon  to  pink,  mulberry  to  white, 
this  barbaric  flower  offers  a  wide  range  of  colors,  is  free  from  disease,  very  hardy  and 
easy  to  transplant.  Among  the  family  as  a  whole,  there  is  none  so  regal  as  the 
Oriental  Poppy.” 
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Many  new  hybrid  varieties  have  been  introduced  in  recent  years,  greatly  extending 
the  color  range  and  showing  much  improvement  in  habit  and  form. 

In  large  gardens,  Oriental  Poppies  should  be  planted  by  hundreds  or  even  thou¬ 
sands,  either  alone  or  combined  with  other  material,  to  achieve  bold  landscape  effects 
of  startling  originality  and  charm.

CULTURE 

The  chief  requirement  of  this  most  striking  plant  is  that  it  should  be  moved  only 
after  the  beginning  of  the  dormant  season  about  the  15th  of  July,  and  from  then  until 
the  ground  freezes  in  the  fall.  It  is  important  in  transplanting  that  the  plants  be  set 
deep  enough  to  place  the  crown  three  inches  below  the  surface.  After  the 
ground  freezes,  a  light  covering  of  straw  or  coarse  litter  should  be  placed  over  the 
ground  to  prevent  the  plants  from  being  heaved  out  by  alternate  freezing  and  thaw¬ 
ing  which,  in  our  experience,  is  the  most  common  cause  of  winter  killing.  Plants  also 
may  be  killed  by  planting  where  water  will  stand  over  the  crowns  in  winter,  or  by 
cutting  off  the  crowns  after  growth  starts  in  the  spring. 

Direct  contact  of  air  or  of  water  with  the  crowns  are  the  most  frequent  causes 
of  failure  with  poppies.  Special  care  should  he  taken  immediately  after  the 
blooming  season  to  see  that  exposed  crowns  are  well  covered  with  earth. 

The  plants  like  full  sun,  but  do  well  in  partial  shade,  especially  certain  of  the 
darker  colored  varieties.  Plant  about  two  feet  apart. 

With  careful  attention,  spring  planting  of  Oriental  Poppies  up  to  May  1  usually 
proves  successful.  The  use  of  vitamin  may  insure  quick  growth. 

Oriental  Poppies  may  be  raised  from  seeds,  but  almost  100  per  cent  of  seedlings 
usually  show  flowers  in  some  tone  of  orange  scarlet. 

SIZE  OF  PLANTS 

Prices  except  as  noted  are  for  LARGE,  FIELD  GROWN  PLANTS,  AT  LEAST 
TWO  YEARS  FROM  PROPAGATION.  We  find  that  such  plants  are  much  more 
likely  to  live  and  grow  well  and  to  bloom  earlier  and  more  freely  than  the  small,  pot- 
grown  plants  sent  out  by  many  nurseries.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that 
some  varieties  make  only  about  half  the  growth  of  others  in  a  given  time. 

Capital  initials  of  color  names  in  description  of  Oriental  Poppies  indicate  that  the 
color  values  are  those  found  in  “Color  Standards  and  Nomenclature,”  by  Ridgway. 

We  always  have  at  Arvista  Gardens  numbers  of  varieties,  named  and  unnamed, 
which  either  are  on  trial  or  are  not  yet  in  sufficient  quantity  to  warrant  listing.  This 
applies  to  all  four  of  the  groups  in  which  we  specialize. 

The  National  Poppy  Committee  feel  that  for  the  best  interests  of  both  the  public 
and  the  dealers,  the  number  of  Oriental  Poppy  varieties  listed  should  he  radically 
reduced,  as  so  many  are  practically  alike,  and  others  have  been  replaced  bv  greatly 
improved  sorts. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  has  agreed  upon  the  following  standard  list  of  34 
varieties  and,  as  soon  as  present  stocks  can  be  reduced,  to  limit  commercial  lists  to  not 
more  than  50  varieties,  thus  permitting  each  grower  to  list  up  to  17  varieties  of  his  own 
choice  —  either  his  own  or  others’  new  introductions,  or  other  varieties  that  he  may 
consider  especially  worthy.  It  is  expected  that  this  supplementary  list  will  include 
fine  varieties  that  as  yet  are  not  in  general  commerce,  or  in  sufficient  supply  to 
warrant  general  listing.  As  rapidly  as  new  and  superior  varieties  prove  themselves 
and  appear  in  ample  supply,  they  will  be  included  in  this  list.

HARDINESS  AND  CARE  OP  THE  TREE  PEONY 

Tree  Peonies  are  perfectly  hardy  wherever  the  Lilac  thrives.  Unprotected  they 
often  have  to  stand  temperatures  of  15  to  25  degrees  below7  zero.  It  is  advisable  how¬ 
ever  to  avoid  windsw7ept  locations  and  to  protect  the  early  bloom  buds  in  case  of  late 
spring  frosts. 

Mulching  is  advisable  the  first  winter  after  transplanting.  Apply  mulch  of  light 
material  and  after  the  ground  is  frozen  solid.

SACRED  LILY  OF  INDIA 

(Amorphophallus  Rivieri) 

A  great  novelty  that  is  curious,  interesting  and  unique. 

Plant  in  the  garden  when  the  Dahlias  are  planted,  it  produces  an  attrac¬ 
tive  plant  that  suggests  a  small  palm  —  a  single  stem  that  is  mottled  green 
and  white  with  purple  and  reddish  shadings.  There  are  three  palm-like 
branches  bearing  numerous,  small,  lacy  leaves.  After  the  top  has  been 
killed  by  frost,  the  bulbous  root  is  dug  and  stored  dry  in  a  cool  cellar. 
About  Christmas  time,  it  is  brought  into  the  light  and  heat,  and  in  three  or 
four  weeks  sends  up  its  long  stem  bearing  at  the  top  a  Calla-shaped  flower 
14  inches  across  with  a  spadix  that  may  be  36  inches  long.  They  start  to 
bloom  when  4  years  old,  and  bloom  annually  thereafter.  Bulbs  should  be 
covered  3  to  6  inches.  The  blooming  bulb  indoors  requires  no  soil  or  water; 
but  in  the  garden  in  summer  should  not  be  allowed  to  dry  out.
